Our contem- 
porary advises tho speedy assembling of 
the house on several cogent grounds; but 
hw misses a point which is moru forcible 
than all the rest, viz: It is notorious that 
Mr. Beaven — who is the most marked 
type of tho political highwayman who has 
ever bullied himself into position — has 
been discarded by the electors; that 
nince tho 24th of July last ho has held 
onto his portfolio in opposition to the ox- 
pressed wish of tho constituencies; that 
his policy has been utterly repudiated by 
an indignant country; and that although 
repeatedly advised by his best friends t<; 
resign immediately and not delay the 
business of tho country by hanging 
on to office until tho house shall 
have mot and voted him out, ho turns a 
deaf car to ovory consideration save that 
of personal aggrandizement. It is safe 
to say thore is not in his ontiro compos- 
ition a patriotic bone or fibre. Tho 
mainspring of his political action is self— ■ 
what he can make out of his position. He 
knows that tho day the house is called 
together he will follow tho Chinese, who 
"must go;" therefore, as office is to him 
a matter of dollars and cents, if he can 
delay calling the house until February, 
he will draw exactly foOO more than if 
he had called it in December. Mercen- 
ary motives, as has been intimated, are 
the top, bottom and centre of tho pre- 
mier's policy. Meantime, whilst lie is 
delaying the fall of the political guillo- 
tine, what is going on ] Clinging to a 
faint hopo thnt tho Esquimau election 
petition may eventuate in a new election 
thore, he tries to popularize bis govern- 
ment in that constituency by employing 
largo gangs of men at day's work and by 
involving the country in heavy contracts 
for stono, brick, cement and machinery, 
some of which will not bo required for 
years to corao. It is a terrible deception, 
this drydock matter. Certain machinery 
has been on the ground six years. It 
cost. laid down about $50,000 and in inter- 
est and storage first cost has been nearly 
doubled. One blunder of 7000 tons of 
cement (to bo provided by the local gov- 
ernment) has already been unearthed and 
un expose of other and equally costly 
blunders is said to be imminent. With- 
in tho past few days an embankment has 
caved which will require an expenditure 
of at least $10,000 to repair. (Mr. Bea- 
ven's own capital organ is authority for 
this statement, although yesterday he de- 
nied its correctness.) Tho necessity for 
an early session was never as apparent - 
if only to correct drydock blunders and 
check wasteful expenditure in defiance of 
a resolution of the house. Taxpayers 
and propertyholders may well be affright- 
ed at tho prospect that presents itself. A 
few months ago any fool who "know 
no more of drydock building than ho did 
of surgery," if provided with a piece of 
chalk and a barn door, might have ascer- 
tained tho cost of the dock. But who 
would venture to make an estimate now ! 
Who would venture to say tho work 
will cost less than §1,200,000 under the 

Eresont disgraceful management? Tho 
•ominion and Imperial subsidies are 
moro than one-half exhausted, and tho 
work is scarcely yet commenced. The 
province will have to provide the remain- 
der from its slender revenue.

America 
was not discovered for nearly 300 years 
after it. A King wrote his name on this 
old paper, ami though ho had written 
his name on many other pieces of paper, 
ind they are lost, this was very care- 
rully kept from harm, though ouee it j 

fell into the hands of a tailor, who «u j 
about to cut it up for patterns, and at | 
another time it was almost destroyed by f 
iiro.

An Immigrant's Vio-wa on Taxation. 

To the Editor: There is oue point 
which I wonder has not been more dis- 
cussed during tho visit of our distinguish- 
ed guests, and that is tho protective tariff 
and its rolation to immigration. 

Evory steamboat from San Francisco 
has this year been crowded with immi- 
grants for tho Sound countries. At the 
saino timo immigrants by tho thousand 
■ have been pouring over tho mountains 
into eastorn Oregon and Washington Ter- 
ritory. Many of them aro in search of 
health. We have here a healthier cli- 
mate, better roads, as good a market, and 
fewor hoodlums — but wo have no immi- 
grants. 

Wherever people come from and what- 
ever they como for, they agree in one 
thing, they all have a standard of prico. 
They have probably found some things 
choap in Europe and some things cheap 
in tho United States, but if they come to 
British Columbia thoy find that price at 
Victoria ia higher than at any known 
placo in the habitable globe. 

In the boat on which we came from Ta- 
coma was an Oregon farmer. Ho had 
driven from Salem to Tacorna and then 
embarked, wagon, goods, family and 
horsos. The first thing ho had to do on 
landing here was to pay in duty a sum 
which, had ho settled at Tacorna or Se- 
attlo, would probably have sot him up in 
housekeeping. His horses woro rated, not 
at what he had paid for them, but at 
men- aupposeu vniue nere, attor the duty 
was paid, lie protested, but in vain; he 
actually had to pay not only the duty it- 
self, but tho duty added to the prico of 
hiB horsos and 20 per cent, on that. 

Now while this is the reception given 
to tho best class of immigrants, working 
farmers with their stock, what encour- 
agement is there to come J 

It is the same all round. No man 
w&nt3 to pay §26 for a plow which across 
the line he can buy for $16; no house- 
wife wantB to give §48 for a stove when 
her old ono only cost §30. 

In the United States a protective tariff 
has some excuse and many alleviations. 
The country has an immense war debt, 
it baa all varieties of climate and prcduc- 
tions, and population and capital equal to 
their development. Such being the case, 
thero ia sufficient internal competition to 
secure reasonable prices, and a man can 
thero live, almost ontirely on home pro- 
duction. Ono large party is also now be- 
ginning to take " taxation for rovonuo 
only," aa its motto. But hero, whore we 
are obliged to import so many things, and 
whore our distance from Canada makes 
freight charges a burden, we aro cut off 
from other places, and notably from our 
natural feedors — tho Pacific States— by 
the tariff. 

Tho province, I beliove, joined tho Do- 
minion before tho tariff laws wore im- 
posed; it certainly did ho in expectation 
of the 0. P. railroad. The framers of 
tho tarifi might at least, in view of the 
failure of the railroad, have inserted a 
" most favored nation " cliusa between 
thii provinoe and the Pacific States. One

If the average 
of the farm falls below 30 bushels to the 
acre, the farmer talks of "a short crop."

An American takes 110 particular pride 
in mentioning the fact that the majority 
of ships which ascend the Columbia river 
for wheat aro of foreign ownership. The 
fact is as stated, however. Two-thirds of 
the whole number of vessels are English. 
This is partly due to British ships being 
of iron. Tho heavy, deop draught oak 
and pine vessels of American build 
flounder about at the dangerous entrance 
to tho Columbia river like sharks on a 
sand bar. They have to wait outside, 
sometimes as long as 30 days, waiting for 
weather calm enough to lot tlioni enter 
the river in safety, while tho lighter, 
handy iron vessels flit by them every 
other day and dare the passago with 
impunity. Tho. captains of wooden 
vessels dread tho entrance to the Colum- 
bia. Those who have visited the river 
once in stormy weather always go away 
cheerfully resigned to seeing anybody else 
got their trade who wants it. The Ore- 
goniuus, however, do not cure who 
secures their trade. The British ship is 
as welcome as any. If their grain is 
transported to markets, that is all they 
caro. It is probable that in time the 
shifting, dangerous bar at the mouth of 
the river, four miles or more in length, 
will be attacked by the United States 
government. Next to the Mississippi, 
the Columbia is the longest river in the 
1'uited States, flowing directly into the 
sea. It drains the largest expanse of 
country. It ought to receive the same 
attention as the Mississippi. That it will 
is only a question of time. A few strong 
jetties might make the entrance safe iu 
all weathers, and might preserve to the 
Columbia river the vast trade which 
Puget Sound promises to take away at 
an early day. It is very desirable that 
this should be done, for it will lessen the

In British Columbia tho pack for (,ho last 
four years has been:— 18"8, 113,000 cases; 
1870, 61,000 casos; 1880, 02,000 cases; 
1881, 177,270 cases. 

The fish differ much in quality and 
valtio, for thoro aro six varieties of them, 
but they abound in millions. They are 
caught by nots, traps, and hooks. The 
fish average about 201b. in weight. Three 
of them will till a 4811>. caso. At present 
tha Fruser river is the farmer salmon 
stream of tho coast, fish having boon 
caught there this past year which weighed 
as much as 051b. There is ample oppor- 
tunity for a healthy growth in this indus- 
try. Artificial hatching will keep up the 
supply and tho yearly product can be 
largely increased, especially in British 
Columbia, without clangor. Thoro is 
little doubt that it will bo. 

London absorbs the principal part of 
tho canned salmon put up on this coast. 
Noarly tho whole of tho product of Bri- 
tish Columbia iB shipped by sailing ves- 
sel from Victoria to London diroct. The 
larger part of that shippod from Oregon 
and California goos to tho same destina- 
tion; and nalraon forms a part, large or 



small as the ease may be, of nearly every 
Pacific coast cargo to England, Some of 
the vessels are able to secure S0O tons of 
it for a single cargo. The salmon destin- 
ed for United States consumption goes 
overland by rail, as a rule, and should 
the railroads ever manage to secure tho 
whole of it for through shipment to 
Euiope it will deprive shipping of a good 
deal of business and make one or two 
northern cities (Victoria is one of them) 
dull ports. But this is not anticipated. 

At no distant day it is probable that a 
new contribution to tho trade of the coast 
will be made in the form of fish oil and 
guano. A huge establishment is about 
to be put into operation at Durrani Inlet 
for the manufactuie of those commodities. 
It is said that the guano is worth from 
835 to §40 in Liverpool. As the cost of 
drying and bagging it is nominal, and 
freights will not exceed $20 a ton, it is 
probable that a paying, and perhaps a 
considerable business may be transacted 
in this commodity. All the fishery in- 
dustries will expand as soon as tho rail- 
road building is done, for the demand for 
railroad laborers' makes it hard now to 
got men for this other work. If it were 
not fur the Indians and Jhu Chinamen 
this year, the fishing establishments would 
be badly crippled for lack of labor. 

These. tUit.t will give an idea of what 
the trade of i)u< !',!cifie coast is at the 
present time, and also of its value to ship- 
ping. As for the future, the trado is cer- 
tain t., grow immensely as time goes on. 
Tho coast is not half settled yet. The 
density of population is from two to six 
per square mile, when it ought to range 
from :« to 100. The 1,110,000 of white 
men ou this const ought to number 30,- 
000,000. When emigration has done her 
work and the country is settled, the sur- 
plus production of the coast will be enor- 
mous. Whether it will go eastward by 
rail or by ship is an interesting problem. 
If the Panama Canal be dug, possibly the 
problem will be solved at once. It would 
not take much sagacity to see that the 
whole business would be transacted by 
deep-sea vessels. 

MYSTERIOUS MURDERS. 

BELGIAN OFFICER COMMITS A SEfttES OF 
OLOOOV CRIMES. 

An officer in tho Belgian army has been 
sentenced to penal servitude fur an at- 
tempt to murder committed under rather 
singular circumstances. Four years ago, 
on the 30th duly, 1878, 111 the middle of 
the night, a man entered stealthily in 1

and in the dark struck her a blow with 
somo sharp instrument under tho right 
cheek, just above the carotid artery, and 
immediately made his escape down stairs. 
No motive whatever could be assigned for i 
this cowardly act, w hich evidently had re- : 
vengo for its object, unless thu blow was 
intended for the father. Next door was 
tho house of Lieutenant Vanderkelon, a 
young man of violent character, who, | 
whou quartered at. Vilvorde some months I 
before, had boon in the habit of illtreat- 
ing his wife, beating his mother, and j 
making such a noise in his house that tho | 
neighbors, and among them Mr. Hoivo, | 
had made repeated complaints to his su- ! 
perior olticer. which led to his being sent 1 
to Liege. There, having wo one to in- 
terfere with his domestic affairs, ho was 
suspected of putting an end to the family 
jars by inflicting wounds on his wife with 
a razor, of which sho died. The doctor 
who attended her ventured to make somo 
remarks on the naturu of these wounds, 
to w hich he replied by challenging him, 
and threatening to kill him if ho ever al- 
luded to tho subject. And so, to tho cre- 
dit of Belgian justice, the matter was 
hushed up. Emboldened by tho impuni- 
ty of his first step on tho 

PATH OF r-RisiK, 
Vanderkolen so ems to have remembered 
that he owed a grudge to his former 
neighbor, Mr. Howe, and started oil' to 
his empty house at Vilvorde to carry 7 out 
his projects of revenge. A brother offi- 
cer who lived next door saw a light in 
his room, and heard some one moving 
about nnd tin: sound as of rubbing somo 
instrument. Both ho and Mr Howe 
were convinced" that Vanderkelon was the 
author of iho deed, and mentioned their 
suspicious to the Commissary of Police 
and confirmed them by showing the tiles 
that had been displaced on the top of the 
wall betwten the two gardens and scraps 
of plaster on the ground. Tho Commis- 
sary of Police thought it sufficient to call 
011 Vanderkelon and ask him if he had 
seen or hoard anything of what had oc- 
fiiTud next door, to which ho replied 
that ho did not occupy himself about 
those people. No search was made, al- 
though everybody at Vilvorde believed 
the lieutenant to be guilty. The com- 
missary had his own idea, which was that 
there was 110 attempt at murder, but that 
the young girl had tried to commit sui- 
cide. On being asked if he had searched 
for tho instrument that she had used, he 
answered that he nevor thought of doing 
so. And he drew up a report, in which 
he stated that tho daughter of Dr. Howe 
had made an attempt on her life, and an 
oidonnanee, de non lieu was returned.
